Present Tribunals So 
Clogged With Petty 
Cases That Big Suits 
Languish to Death.

Washington, June 16.—Government 


officials here are beginning to center | 


their attention on a growing evil which 
is interfering with the work of meting 
out justice—the serious congestion of 
federal courts in all parts of the 
country. | 

As a result of disclosures being 
made, some of them through the sen- 
ate committee investigating the de- 
partment of justice, an effort will be 
made in the next congress to revise 
the federal court system, to relieve 
the tangle which is hampring the gov- 
ernment and causing inconveniences 
and, in some cases, injustices to citi- 


zens. Officials of the department and 


members of congress already are giv-'- 


ing thought to a solution. 
Too Many Petty Cases. 

An entirely new phase of the sittua- 
tion was presented Monday by Augus- 
tus T. Seymour, assistant attorney 
general. who appeared before the com- 
mittee investigating the department. 
Seymour said that the congestion has 
made practically impossible the effec- 
tive enforcement of anti-trust laws. 
The department has been criticized 
severely before the committee for al- 
leged delay and laxity in. anti-trust 
suits. | 

The assistant attorney general de- 
clared that it was impossible to get 
early consideration of these cases by 
the federal courts because the courts 
had become overcrowded with petty 
litigation, reducing them to- the “level 
of police courts.” 

He ofrered a solution which will be 


considered when revision is attempted 
—creation of lesser tribunals to relieve 
federal courts from this mass of petty 
suits. Senator Jones, of Washington,

GEORGIAN WHO SAVED SHIP, 
1,000 MEN, LIES IN STATE. 

Long Beach, Cal., June 16.— 
With the Stars and Stripes about 
him and a simple floral offering 
from his “buddies” resting by his 
side, the body of Lieutenant E. Z. 
Zellars, of Georgia, hero of the 
sea disaster on the U. 8. S. Mig 
sissippi which snuffed out the lives 
of 48 officers and men, rested for 
a few brief minutes this afternoon 
before the altar of the First Pres- 
byterian church, while Long Beach 
paid homage before a martyrs 
shrine, 

It was the hand of Lieutenant 
Zcllars that saved the entire ship 
from destruction and 1,000 men_ 
from death. Betore tne death- 
dealing flames swept him into 
eternity, he flooded the magazines 
and shut the doors to the ammu- 
nition hoist. When his body was 
found by the first man into the 
burning turret, his dead hand still 
clutched the flood control. 

Following the funeral services, 
the body was taken to Grantville, 
Ga., for interment.

designation of “‘Atlanta’s Own Regi- 
ment” during the world war. The 
information was conveyed to officers 
and men by Colonel Charles H. Cox, 
commanding officer, and marks the 
successful efforts of Colonel Cox and 
other officers of the regiment to have 
the permanent designation of the new 
regiment the same as that under 
which many score Atlantans fought 
during the late war. 

Thus, the new regiment inherits a 
record of glory and brave deeds un- 
excelled by any organization during 
the world war. No page iu all the 
list of achievements during that strug- 
gle is brighter than that which bears 
the record of “Atlanta’s own regi- 
ment.” The spirit of the regiment 
takes on new meaning, both to mem- 
bers of the regiment and to Atlantans 
generally. Mention of the I22d 
stirs anew the swell and patriotism. 
which characterized its early existence 
—days when the tred and thud of 
marching steps resounded hourly 
throughout the nation.

In Taking This Action 
Members Override Rec- 
ommendations of Char- 
ter Revision Committee 


RUSSELL LEADS FIGHT 
TO ANNEX TERRITORY 


Strip Includes 1,000 Feet 
on Each Side of Peach- 
tree Road to 1,000 Feet 
Beyond Buckhead. 


Annexation of a strip of territory 
extending 1,000 feet on each side of 
Peachtree road to 1,00U feet beyond 
Buckhead was voted by city council 
Monday afternoon, overriding recom- 
mendation made by the charter re- 
vision committee after a series of 
public hearings at which more than 
200 Atlanta taxpayers. protested 
against this action. An act of the gen- 
eral assembly, amending the city char- 
ter which fixes city limits, will be 
necessary to effect the annexation. 
necessary to effect the annexation. 
No popular vote on the merger is pro 
vided. 

The present city limits extend a 
short distance beyond the Brookwood 
station. ‘The new limits would shoot 
them out in a pan-handle shape about 
three miles farther following the 
curves of Peachtree road in a strip 
‘2,000 feet wide. 

Council's decision. was made by ac 
clamation and without a reeord vote 
on motion of Councilman Horace Rus 
sell, author.of the original annexation 
paper, after a warm debate between 
the councilman and members of the 
charter revision committee. 

Urges Annexation. 

The author of the paper, supported 
fr0m the floor by Alderman J. R. 
Bachman,’ contended that expansion 
of the city demanded that the terri- 
tury in question de annexed in order 
that it might be forced to pay ita 
share of the cost of public improve- 
inents by which it will benefit. 
Peachtree creek sewerage disposal 
piant will have to be removed from 
its present location within the near 
future, he said, primarily for the bene- 
{it of the people residing within the 
Peachtree road district. They should 
te made subject to tax to help pay 
for the removal he said. He contende) 
further that the city’s sewerage system 
would have to be expanded to serve 
the section. 

Alderman Claude FE. Buchanan, 
chairman of the sewers committee of 
council as well as a member of the 
charter revision committee, led the 
unsuccessful fight on the floor of 
council to kill the annexatien pro- 
posal.

Council Refuses To Put 
Independent School Sys- 
tem Proposal Before 
People for a Vote. 


Abolition of the present board of 
education and restoration of the 
school department to control of a 
board elected by city council wil] be 
put to a vote of the people at a 
date to be fixed later in the year, it 
was decided by city council] Monday 
afternoon in adopting 33 to 1 the 
plan of Alderman W. B. Hartsfield 
as amended by Councilman Harry 
York. - 

The plan, as it will go to the voters, 
provides for a board of 14 members, 
one elected by council from each 
of the twelve wards of the city, 
with -the chairman of the school . 
committee of council and the 
mayor acting as ex officio mem- 
bers. This. board’s expenditures 
would be subject to control of mayer 
and council insofar as it would be 
prohibited from making any budget 
or contracting any expenditure in ex- — 
cess of the amount appropriated te 
schools by council. 

The amendment cannot hecome ef- 
fective until it has first been adopted 
by both houses of the general as- 
sembly of Georgia and written into 
the city’s charter, and not then until 
the people of Atlanta vote at the 
polls to make it operative. If the 
people refuse to approve the change, ~— 
the referendum clause in the amend- — 
ment automatically will repeal it and 
leave the law as it is at present.

PLATFORM IN TALK 


Athens, Ga., June 16.—(Special.) 
Governor Clifford Walker, himself 
wearing the Phi Beta Kappa key, de- 
livered the annual oration before the 
fraternity here at 6 o'clock Monday 


afternoon, having in his audience 
seniors of the university, many visi- 
tors here for commencement, mem- 
bers of the board of trustees and 
the 100 members of the Savannah 
port party that is touring the state. 

Exceptional interest was manifest- 
ed in Governor Walker’s speech, in- 
asmuch as he had stated, privately, 
that it contained the broad outlines of 
the platform on which he would go to} 
the voters this fall seeking reelection, 
as well as bearing something in the 
nature of a report on-his handling of 
the state’s affairs during his adminis- 
tration as governor. 

The speech was devoted, mainly, 
to a plea for better school and col- 
lege facilities for the state; for per- 
manent, 12-month highways all over 
the state, and for better conditions 
of public health. 

The governor, however, linked with 
these needs the need for a revision 
of the tax system of the state, a 
policy which he advocated with all 
the resources at his command dur- 
ing both sessions of the legislature 
in 1923, and which it is believed he 
will also support during the coming 
summer session. 

“Antiquated Tax System.” 

“I would not be eandid if I did 

not say that, in my judgment, the peo- 
ple of the state will not authorize the 
expenditure of funds neceszary in 
this program until the’ present anti- 
quated and unjust tax system is re- 
placed by a system which will distri- 
bute the burden of government upon 
all the classes of people and proper- 
ties fairly,” said the governor. “The 
limitations of this hour will rot per- 
mit a discussion of the tax problems 
of the state, but I will be permitted 
to say with all the earnestnexs I can 
command, that every hope for a 
greater Georgia. is a challenge to 
consecrated service in securing pas- 
sage of tax laws which will distribute 
the expenses of government upon in- 
tangible as well as on tangible prop- 
erty, and bring to the tax books all 
classes of properties which hitherto 
have been escaping taxation.” 
_ Referring to.the crowded. condi- 
tions of the colleges and university of 
the state, as well as the high schools, 
and the woeful lack of adequate 
funds for their enlargement, equip- 
ment and maintenance, the governor 
said: 

“We must not be blind to the fact 
that the inspiring and _ uplifting 
agencies of the state are seriously in 
need; that some of them are all but 
gasping for the very breath of life: 
that everyone of the state institutions 
are suffering from “growing pains,” 
and that before we ever approximate 
the realization of the vision of our 
fathers, we must double and _ then 
quadruple the facilities and equip- 
ment of the  staté institutions, to 
which we look for the training of 
the thousands of youths who follow 
after us. 

People Must Think Straight. 

“It is by the education of our peo- 
ple that we will live up to the ideals 
of our fathers. Drive out ignorance, 
superstition and prejudice. Train the 
people to think straight and they 
will treat their neighbors justly, and 
more, they will not rest until their 
neighbors treat, their neighbors just- 
ly, and all nations share in the com- 
mon blessings of freedom. If we train 
the people to think straight, then 
— and radicalism will van- 
ish. 

“The enactment of such proposed 
reform, the realization of our hopes 
for a greater state, will await the 
crystallization of a better spirit in 
Georgia—a spirit of fraternity, of 
cooperation, of unselfish service. 

“There has been too much division 
within our borders. Factionism has 
saddled heavy penalties on our _ be- 
loved state of late. For twenty years, 
a destructive rather than a construc- 
five spirit, a spirit of blocking rather 
than a spirit of building, has held 
Sway in political Georgia. As - re-

Contract for the paving, with pene- 
tration macadam, of the section of 
the Lawrenceviile-Atlanta highway ‘n 
Gwinnett county was made Monday 
between the vtate highway depart 
ment and the county of Gwinnett.

Adopted in Other Counttes.

Clarke County—Four miles, from 
the end of the paving of the city of 
Athens, to the Oconee county line. 
This is on state highway route No. 8 
to Atlanta.

Norfolk, Va.. June 16.—The battle- 
snip West Virginia, which went 
aground in soft mud after leaving 
Hampton Roads early today, was 
fioated at 6:50 o’clock tonight and 
proceeded to Lynnhaven Roads to 
anchor for minor repairs. 

The West Virginia, bound from’ 
Norfolk for Brest for her shakedown 
cruise, and with the navy contingent 
of the American Olympic team 
abroad, grounded on the north side of 
Thimble Shoals channel in a heavy 
rainstorm. Radio reports from the 
vesse] to the naval base said she was 
proceeding down the channel to sea 
when mud was sucked into her con- 
densers by the dischargers. A con- 
denser head was broken and the ship’s 
power immediately shut off. Helpless 
for a time, she drifted to the north 
side of the channel, where she stood 
fast in the mud. 

Six naval auxiliary craft, sent hur- 
riedly to ber assistance, stood by the 
West Virginia throughout the day. 
The ship, drawing 31 feet, rested in 
about 28 feet of water and conse- 
quently had to wait for high tide to- 
night to work herself free. There 
was no civilian pilot aboard the bat- 
tleship as she was heading out to 
sea. 

Naval officials ashore said tonight 
that damage to the condenser head 
was not serious and that repairs 
vould require only a few hours unless 
examination of the ship while at 
anchor in Gynnhaven Roads showed 
other mishaps. A repair squad from 
the navy ysrd had been sent ahead 
to meet the baitleship after she float- 
ed and she was expected to proceed 
on her vorage early tomorrow.

ARE DENIED. BAl 


New York, June 16.—William 
James (Bill) Brennan, ‘the  heavy- 
weight pugilist, was slain in his up- 
town cabaret early vesterday because 
he resented abusive remarks made to 
a woman by Joseph Pioli, one of the 
two men held without bai] today for 
the killing, according to Assistant 
District Attorney Morgan A. Jones. 

The woman, whose name was not 
revealed, had gone to Brennan’s cab- 
aret with a party of which Pioli was 
a member, according to the prosecu- 
tor As she was leaving with Pioli, 
he made abusive remarks to her. 
Brennan interceded, either pushing 
or hitting Pioli in ejecting him from 
the cabaret, the prosecutor said. 

Pioli Resents Bouncing. 

“There areo ther ways of getting 
a guy than with your fists,” Pioli 
is alleged to have said. “Look out 
for yourself.” 

Pioli then left the cabaret, 
prosecutor continued, and later re- 
turned. When Brennan approached 
him in a hallway leading to the caba- 
ret. a shot sounded and Brennan 
dropped to the floor, Four or five 
vtber men were in the hallway. Jones 
asserted, although itis not known 
whether they were companions of 
Pioli. The only other man arrested 
was Terence O'Neil, a pugilist, who 
was captured with Pioli soon after 
the shooting. 

Prisoners Get Grilling. 

The prosecutor’s statement was is- 
sued after the two prisoners had 
been grilled for hours by the police 
in efforts to learn the motive for the 
shooting. Both men persistently de- 
nied firing the shot that killed Bren- 

an. 

“I never ‘shot Bill Brennan,” Pioli 
declared. “[ never even knew him.” 

Several thousand persons gathered 
outside the homicide court and jeered 
today as Paoli and O’Neil were taken 
for arraignmert. Both men were held 
for trial without bail. Mr. Jones 
said the gran] jury would he asked 
to return first degree murder indict- 
ments Thursday. The prisoners were 
arraigned on charges of shooting 
“William Shanks,” Brennan's namo 
before he entered the ring. 

Cullen Dies of Wound. 

James Cullen, a state trooper and 
friend of Brennan, also was mortally 
wounded when he tried to rrevent the 
escape of the slayer. He died in a 
hospital today. Brennan’s sister. a 
enbaret entertainer known profession- 
ally as Shirley Sherman, was in the 
cafe when he brother was shot. 

When Pioli and O’Neil were firs: 
arrested they described themselves as 
“James Hughes” and “Frank Hassi.” 
When arraigned they admitted giving 
fictitious names. O’Neil is a pugilist 
and Pioli is under indictment for the 
murder in March of his brother, 
Santo, the police said. 

Jack Dempsey, who was able to 
knock out Brennan only in the twelfth 
round of a bout in 1920, was among 
the scores of persons who sent mes- 
sages of condolence to Brennan’s 
widow today.

Even McAdoo’s’ heavy delegate 
sirength is not sufficient to sweep 
aside the present rule of the conven- 
tion.

' On this page is a communication 
from C. D. Shellnut, of Sandersville, 
relative to a proposed state bond is- 
_ gue for completing the present state- 
adopted highway program; and also 
another communication from Martin 
‘Amorous, of Marietta, on the same

Mr. Amorous repeats the Same ar- 
gument contained in a former com- 
munication in opposition to bonds; 
and Mr. Shellnut is evidently afraid 
that by some upheaval of conditions 
in the future, not foreseen and not 
now anticipated, the retirement of 
the bonds, if issued, may have to 
fall back upon-an ad valorem or 


property tax. 


sufficiently large to safeguard bonds 
to a reasonable amount, but not 
large enough to complete a state 
highway system, as proposed, within 
the lives of.the living. 

When these facts are taken into 
consideration, coupled with the 
further fact that the state of Georgia 
is inhibited by the constitution from 
levying more than a 5-mill property 
tax—the smallest and lightest bur- 
den of our tax system—it is easily 
understood that it is not possible to 
throw the weight of a state bond is- 
sue upon the state’s ad valorem sys- 
tem.

They as a rule have paved high- 
ways in their local communities, for 
the larger and wealthier counties 
have already bonded themselves and 
paved their county-line-to-county- 
line roads. 

These are the people who will 
carry and retire the bonds: and for 
what?

Second, considering that the car- 
rying and retirement of bonds for 
highways fall entirely upon auto- 
mobile owners, as demonstrated,

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Dispatches of Sunday, from New 
York, state that managers and leaders 
of one of the avowed candidates for 
the democratic -presidential nomina- 
tion, reaching the convention city, are 
preparing to try to break down, by 
a majority vote of the delegates, the 
time-honored and traditional “tw 
thirds rule,” that is as old as the demo- 


cratic party itself, in order to assure! 


the nomination of their candidate by 
only a majority. 

This is unthinkable. However sin- 
cerely in earnest Mr. McAdoo may be 
in wanting the nomination to appease 
an ambition, and in wanting to be 
president in order to serve his coun- 
try, it is not conceivable that he would 
personally advocate a purely selfish 
move that would not only come nearer 
wrecking the democratic party than 
anything it could do, but strike at its 
very foundation, and at the most sa- 
cred clause in its confession of faith— 
the rights of all the people, of all the 
separate states as against the possible 
minority combinations of special in- 
terests and groups. : 

Mr. McAdoo has suffered much at 
the hands of alleged friends—in Geor- 
gia, to illustrate, when he issued a 
pronouncement against secret, star- 
chamber proceedings in Chicago al- 
most at the very moment that a secret 
cabal in Atlanta was insulting and 
disregarding thousands of his real 
friends throughout the state by meth- 
ods in naming convention delegates 
which thee state democratic commit- 
tee quiekly thereafter officially 
frowned upon, and adopted a rule pro- 
hibiting such methods in the future. 

And now, on the eve of the national 
convention, being a potential presi- 
dential candidate as he is, his “man- 
agers angi leaders,” as claimed in the 
press dispatches, are trying to -fasten 
upon him a personal stigma that he 
could not outlive, if a party to it, 
if he should by good fortune become a 
centenarian. . 

In justice to him, it is only fair to 
assume that he will repudiate any 
such tactics, the only possible incen- 
tive for which would be to secure a 
nomination in defiance of time-hon- 
ored party principles, and by a scheme 
wholly unworthy of upstanding states- 


manship. 


The campaign of 1852 marked the 
beginning in this country of multiple 
party strife, and for the first time all 
candidates were convention nominees. 
The anti-Masonic party convened at 
Philadelphia in September, 1880, and 
a year later reassembled at Baltimore. 


There was no platform. 

The national republicans or whigs 
assembled at Baltimore December 12, 
1831, and in May, 1832, prepared the 
first party platform. 

The national democratic convention 
assembled at Baltimore May 21, 1882, 
and here the two-thirds rule vote was 
adopted. There was no platform. 
Jackson was unanimously. renomi- 
nated. Calhoun was at odds with 
Jackson in the first administration 
with Van Buren on the Side of Jack- 
son as a party to the controversy. 
This eliminated Calhoun, and Van 
Buren became vice president in the 
second administraton. 

The two-thirds rule* has -prevailed 
ever since then, and is as old as is 
the history of democratic conventions 
in America. It was put there by An- 
drew Jackson, the father of répre 
sentative democracy, as adhered to and 
lived by the party of that name. An- 
drew Jackson demanded it as an off- 
set to minority, secret chamber manip- 
ulations, and as an exemplification of 
that broad representative voice of the 
people for which the democratic party 
stands. | 

But for that rule Woodrow Wilson 
—the father-in-law of Mr. McAdoo— 
cuold not have been the party nomi- 
nee in 1912, and therefore would not 
have been president. It will be re- 
called that Champ Clark, of Missouri, 
received more than a majority before 
the break to Wilson began. Champ 
Clark went down in convention defeat, 
and ten thousand times would he 
rather have been defeated than to have 
had the nomination by any abrogation 
of demoratic rules and democratic 
policies. 

It has been satd that the republi- 
cans nominate by a majority rule, 
why not the democrats? 

The very principle that makes the 
two-thirds rule a democratic policy is 
the answer; The republicans are fed- 
eralists. ‘The democrats are states- 
rights advocates. The republicans ad- 
vocate centralization. The democrats 
advocate state autonomy and local self 
government. The convention repre- 
sentatives are different. The methods 
of choosing delegates are different. 
They stand for different things—just 
as Alexander Hamilton stood for one 
principle, and Thomas Jefferson and 
Andrew Jackson for another. 

To abrogate the two-thirds rule, in 
the interest of Mr..McAdoo, or Mr.

There is no real indication that the 
convention will nominate a_ pro- 
nounced “wet,” and people who are 
apprehensive of that may as well rest 
contentedly. 

They took too much for granted who 
assumed that Samuel Gompers spoke 
with the voice of labor, in labor’s 
totality, when he demanded liquor for 
the working man. There must be 
millions of members of organized labor 
in all crafts who do not agree with 
him. Indeed, the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, as an organi- 
zation, recently replied in scathing 
terms to the suggestion that it aid 
in the attack on prohibition. The 
brotherhood is, perhaps, as represen- 
tative of labor opinions on prohibition 
as is Mr. Gompers. Certainly it is 
representative of its own organization, 
one of the strongest and most respon- 
sible units in American industry. 

John Gordon Cooper, member of 
congress from Ohio, is a member. of 
the brotherhood. He asserts that rail- 
road men have learned their lesson 
thoroughly.

Would Favor Bonds

Editor Constitution: I have been’ toter- 
ested in the discussion, by different peo- 
ple of the state, of the proposed state bond 
issue for road construction.

That a sink- 
ing fund is %o be set aside from the taxes 
gathered on the sale of gasoline and auto- 
mobile tags, which sinking fund is to difs- 
charge the bonded debt. 

If the payment of the bonds issued by 
the state is to be made contingent upon the 
collection of sufficient money from the 
sale of gasoline and automobile tags only, 
then your position would be entirely con- 
sistent. But I take it, if such conditivns 
are imposed, that the sale of these bonds 
would have to be at a very great discount 
if, indeed, a purchaser at any price could 
be found. As I understand it, a bonde'!s- 
sue by the state carries with it the credit 
of the state, and the state’s right to levy 
taxes to discharge the debt, and while it 
may not be the purpose to impose an ad 
valorem tax to pay the maturing road bonds, 
the state would have the right to do it if 
the necessity should arise. . In other words, 
a state bond issue is a mortgage upon every 
doliar’s worth of property Im the state sub- 
ject to taxation. If this is correct, while 
it might appear as a remote possibility, it 
is not difficult to imagine conditions which 
would not be entirely unlike those referred 
to by Mr. Amorous as obtaining in Ar- 
kansas, where the sheriff is advertising ‘it- 
tle farms and homes to pay back taxes due 
on road bondéa. 

The chances are that the taxes on gasoline 
sales and tags for automobiles will be en- 
tirely adequate to liquidate the proposed 
bend issue. This could be made a. math- 
ematical certainty if we knew that the 
present schedule of ‘sales would continue. 
But these are days ef quick and constant 
changes. In twenty-five years a great uun- 
ber of changes can, and will, take place. 
New fuels may be found. A great pumber 
of new discoveries will be made, no small 
percen h will have to do with

A Hero’s Bones 
For the Pantheon. 


One of the first official acts of the 
new French government will be te 
bring the body of Jean Jaures, patron 
saint of French socialism, to the Pan- 
theon of the immortals.

Defends Action on

Editor Constitution: Since the seating 
in Cleveland of the delegates representing 
the ‘“‘black and tan’’ faction of Georgia re- 
publicanism there have been published in 
the Georgia press many letters and edi- 


torials condemning the procedure. 
Many of these writers are misinformed 


on certain matters or are wilfully misrepre- 
genting the issue surrounding the situa- 
tion, and to let them go unanswered ig 
unfair to not only this facton of our 
party, but to the reader of these articles. 

In beginning let me place myself in the 
right light. I am a white republican, a | 
Georgian by birth, have resided here 32 of | 
my 34 years and -29 of these years have 
lived, and now live. within the county of 
my birth. I have studied the questions deal- 
ing with racial matters and I speak from 
first-hand information of the situation I] 
am going to discuss. 

Unfortunately the: issue between the fac- 
tions of the Georgia republican organizaton 
has become one of color and not principles. 
This gives us a lot of publicity which 
might be termed “‘one-sided opinions,’’ as 
the negro’s side is not heard by the average 
white southerner. A general discussion of 
the preposition through the newspapers 
usually carries with it a certain amount of 
conviction, whether it be right or wrong, 
and in this issue the publicity is being and 
has been given to it from a one-sided 
standpoint. 
1921 Organization. 

In July, 10921, a quartet composed of 
members of the republican national com- 
mittee as follows: Clarence Miller, of 
Minnesota; Joe Kealing, of Indiana; Bill 
McGinnis, of @iio, ard Henry Houston, of 
Tennessee, met in session in Atlanta upon 
instructions of Chairman John T. Adams, of 
the mational committee, and by authority 
and with the permission of President Har- 
ding called to order a body of white men 
who had been selected by this quartet to 
compese a “‘lily white’’ republican organi- 
zation in Georgia. This meeting had the 
sanction of ali the higher officials in power 
in Washington at that time, therefore threw 
overboard er kicked out of existence the 
reguiar faction of our orgganization and 
seated in its stead a number of men whose 
records have come to light of late and 
who abused the privileges of their office so 
much so that their, faction soon lost its 
prestige. 

The regular faction which was replaced by 
the lily whites had been recognized and 
seated in every convention from 1870 to 


' 


1921. The lily whites chose as state chair- 
man J, Louis Phillips, a non-resident, except 
a few months of the winter when he was 
in Georgia residing in Thomasville with 
the rest of the rich yankees seeking relief 
from the chills of his Pennsylvania cli- 
mate. From his appointment or election as 
chairman till January 1, 1924, when his 
recommendations ceased to carry influence 
in Washington he ruled the party in Geor- 
gia with an iron hand. His faction was 
unseated In Cleveland, principally upon the 
presentation of a letter to the committee 
on credentials written by President Harding 
to his secretary, Hon. C. Bascom Slemp, 
in which he said in substance, “I realize 
that we have made a serious blunder in at- 
tempting to create in Georgia a lily white 
party and placed at its head Mr. Phil- 
lips.’’ 

A general discussion of Mr. Phillips’ rec- 
ord is not now necessary. It is a matter 
of record in the criminal courts in Wash- 
ington, D. C. This man with a courthouse 
record is the power which named for ap- 
pointment to the office of federal judgeship, 
solicitors general, postmasters, ete., in 
Georgia men of his choosing. 

There were other officials of this lily 
white faction who were brought before fed- 
eral grand juries to account for their acts 


in selling patronage in Geergia, but this 
is of no consequence. The main point is! 
that no party or faction with such men aft 
ite head could hope to survive long. It did 
not survive and is now a dead issue.

In seating the regular faction in Cleveland 


the national committee did the just and fair 
thihg. There was only one way to settle 


the matter for once and all and the com- 
mittee realized that. It must be done right, 
for justice cannot be compromised. 

Some of these writers would have the pub- 
lic believe that the faction seated im Clere- 
land was composed altogether of negroes as 
black as your hat. This is not the case. It 
is headed by Dr. Gillam, a white physician 
who stands out among men for honesty ané 
integrity. His record is above reproach.

met. As secretary Ben J. Davis, a negro, 
was elected. Davis is an educated negro whe 
does not seek social equality nor intermin- 
gling with whites. He ig editor of the At- 
lanta Independent, a negro paper recog- 
nized as one of Anferica’s foremost weekly 
journals. The membership of this faction in- 
cludes many of Georgia’s most prominent 
and successful white men. 

It is hopeless to suppose that a southern 
white man will follow pegro leadership. I 
do not advocate this. The negroes them- 
selyes do not desire the leadership of our 
party. They only ask a fair and square 
deal, and that they have not been getting 
on all occasions. The race leaders realize 
this is a white man’s country. They have 
been taught that this is ‘‘my’’ country, till 
there is a war, and we are involved, then 
it is ‘‘our’’ eountry. During the late war 
Florida set to the colors 12,769 whites and 
12,904 negroes, Is other words 135 more 
negroes than whites. Mississippi sent 21,- 
182 whites and 24,066 negroes, or @ total or 
2.884 more negroes than whites. Georzia 
went 34,748 whites and 34,303 negroes, only 
445 more whites than negroes. In fighting 
to make the world safe for democracy where 
did the negro come in? Answer this for 
yourself. st ay 

Certainly no white man of ordinary in- 
telligence can stand up and argue that the 
negroes of Georgia are mot entitled to s 
representation. Yet thas is practically the 
verdict that the lily white faction ren- 
dered. ‘The trouble lies in the fact that se 
few whites read the negroes’ side of the 
question., Thank God I am broad-minded 
enough te want to hear both sides, and this 
I do through reading several of the best 
negro publications.

Not Seeking Equality. 

So far as I am informed, I know of no 
negro leader who advocates social equal- 
ity or mixed schools, etc. They seek 
principally kind treatment, better § Iiv- 
ing conditions and better schools. They de- 
sire to be let alone. Take the negro laborer 
out of Georgia and her agricultural system 
would coNapse in ninety days. They are an 
asset that you must realize Georgia necds. 
“ In my opinion when the regular faction 
“was seated in Cleveland one of the most 
constructive, acts of the conyention took 
place. I am a staunch republican and it 
will be a pleasure to work in harmony and 
accord in promoting the affairs of our 
party in Georgia with the highly respectable 
negroes who are allied with our faction.

Monahan, who is a coal miner and 
who will be 18 years old tomorrow, 
was placed on trial this morning 
and early this afretnoon, after 50 
talesmen had been examined, the 
Jury box was filled. He is the first 
resident of Lilly to be tried on a 
murder indictment in connection with 
the affray. Samuel Evans, an al- 
leged klansman, was acquitted of a 
murder charge Saturday and besides 
Monahan, 17 other alleged klansmen 
and 12 more residents of Lilly are 
under similar indictments. 


Broke Up Demonstration. 


In opening the trial, District At- 
torney Wiemer did not specify the 
degree of murder to be asked, but 
he charged that Monahan in conjunc- 
tion with others attempted to break 
up and prevent a Ku Klux Klan dem- 
onstration and said that the state

Of the crop no one can speak con- 
clusively, but it can kardly be said 
that the weather last week was fa- 
vorable. An excessive rainfall with un- 
duly cool weather was reported -in the 
Atlantic states, while in Texas the 
temperatures have been unseasonably 
high. These conditions are supposed 
to favor the boll weevil, which are 
said to be getting busy in many fields. 
The sales of calcium arsenate are, 
howéver, larger than last year and 
some professional observers think that 
it will be more persistently and ef- 
fectively used than at any time preyvi- 
ously. 

But as against the hope of a better 
yield inspired by the more liberal use 
of arsenate it is to be noted that the 
popular idea of the crop is becoming 
smaller. This is shown by 2,137 an- 
swers to a questionnaire sent out by 
Commerce and Finance. In it those 
interrogated were asked to give their 
estimates of the presently indicated 
vield in the states concerning which 
they were best informed as well as an 
estimate of the total vield if they were 
posted as to the entire belt. An 
average of the replies received indi- 
cates that the current idea of the crop 
is 10,969,000 bales. 

These figures cannot, of course, be 
regarded as final. But they do ex- 
press the ideas of well-informed men 
as to the present outlook and for that 
reason they are entitled to serious 
consideration. 

The werld is not yet willing to be- 
lieve that the next cotton crop will 
be so small, but if estimates of under 
11.060,000 bales come to be generally 
accepted a sharp advance would seem 
to be inevitable.

New York, June 16.—Foreign obli- 
gations assumed leadership of the 
bond market today ag a flurry of 
profit taking interrupted the advance 
of Liberty bonds. New 1924 high 
records were established by a_ half 
dozen or more issues in the foreign 
list, including the French republic 
and Belgian liens, Denmark 6’s and 
Rio de Janeiro 8s. 

The impressive demonstration of 
strength given by the French issues 
was attributed to confidence in the 


new government and prospects of its 
establishment would _ facilitate ap- 
plication of the Dawes plan.

Whereas, In this pageant, its author and 
director, Mrs. Jackson, has effected a non- 
sectarian presentation, so impressive and 
touching in its poignant beauty, and se 
true to scriptural teachings, that it is de- 
serving of even wider recognition and bom- 
age; and 
Whereas, The presentation of thie play 
has so beautifully linked prophecy and 
fulfillment as to bring about a _ clearer 
human understanding and interpretation of 
Divine Will; portraying in scriptural sim- 
plicity the dawn of Christianity—through 
the first prophetic glimpses, the centuries 
of endless waiting, and the triumphant 
Heralds of Heaven in the glorious fulfill- 
ment; and 
Whereas, Mrs. Jackson has, in this mas- 
terpiece of human endeavor and accom- 
plishment, not only immortalized herself 
as its creator, and not only drawn from 
the pages of Holy Scripture a beautiful 
revelation of the birth of Christ, but has 
made it possible for the citizens of Atlanta 
to bask in its Immortal glory; and 
Whereas, It was only through Mrs. Jack- 
son's ceaseless efforts and power of thought 
creation, together with her tireless personal 
supervision, that the successful fruition of 
this most wonderful play*has been insured: 
Therefore, Be It Resolved, That it is 
the sense of this body, in order that it may 
express the sentiment and deep apprecia- 
tion of the citizens of Atlanta for this 
wonderful production and its creator, that 
a standing committee of twelve persoas, 
preferably one from each ward, be appoint- 
ed by the mayor, to serve for life or so long 
as they properly execute their duties; that 
it shall be the duty of such committee, 
under the’ direction of its chairman, to look 
after and do any and all things necessary 
to the proper staging of this great produc- 


tion, and preserve its ideals, on the night 
of each Christmas eve; that it is the sense 
of this body, that Mrs. Jackson, the creator 
of this play, and in deep appreciation for 
her wonderful work and services rendered, 
be made chairman of said standing com- 


mittee for life. 
History of Pageant. 


Only seven years ago, in 1916, the 
idea of giving a spectacle which should 
recall the beginning of the Christian 
era was offered to Mrs. J. N. Me- 
FEachern and the executive board of 
the Atlanta Woman's club by Mrs. 
Earl Sherwood Jackson, at that time 
chairman of pageants in the club, and 
in response to it the tiny sum of 
$287 was raised by private subscrip- 
tion, and Mrs. Jackson authorized to 
go as far as she liked with what was 
regarded as a good, but not workable 
vision. The pageant was named “‘The 

ift.” 

It is said that even though in a few 
weeks it was found that no building 
smaller than the City Auditorium 
would suffice for its presentation, the 
participants feared at the final re- 
hearsal that no more than a handful 
of people would show up to see it. 

What happened when it was pre- 
sented? Seven thousand people tried 
to get inside the auditorium to the 
one and only performance. 

Crowds Attend Performance. 

What has happened since at each 
performance? One year when three 
were given 15.000 people availed 
themselves of the privilege. And it 
should be taken into account that the 
great city festival has given impetus 
to many smaller pageants presented

Makeshift Beginnings. 

Scenery for the first performance 
was obtained through service given 
by artists from the Messenzale Ad- 
vertising agency. They painted it at 
nigbt on heavy wrapping paper spresd 
on the floor. So meager has been the 
money available for each performance 
that this same scenery was kept in 
service until ’23, when at last a small 
amount of fire-proof scenery was pur- 
chased for permanent use. 

“The Vision” was put on in 1917, 
and two performances given in the 
City Auditorium. Two others open- 
ed and dedicated the Liberty theater 
at Camp Gordon. 

In 1918 the Christian pageant gave 
way for a Red Cross roll call pageant. 

In 1919 “The Vision’ was agam 
presented by the Woman’s elub and 
$1,419 raised. This is .the largest 
sum ever yet in hand for a year’s 
production, and was the first oppor- 
tunity to purchase any equipment 
worthy of the effects produced. 

A variation of the simple style of 
all other vears was tried in 1920 when 
a huge Christmas trees was placed in 
the Auditorium and the school chil- 
dren brought gifts which they hung 
on the tree for the children’s ward at 
Grady hospital. Stewart Walker’s 
pageant, “The Seven Gifts,” was 
used and the chamber of commerce 
sponsored the performance. 

In 1921 a recreation committee of 
20 people was appointed by the city 
and Mrs. Jackson made the chair- 
man. From this coiamittee came the 
suggestion that the annua! Christmas 
festival be incorporated into the work 
of this body and the city be made the 
sponsor, which eventuated Monday ip 
the action of city council making the 
present pageant a permanent city ‘n- 
stitution. 

“The Light of the World,” written 
by Mrs. Jackson, was first used i4 
1921 and was repeated in ’22 and ’2.’ 
From the first the pageant has been 
patterned after Greek drama and has 
had the effect of a series of tableaux 
with song interpolation from the 
chorus. The voices of prophecy 
and fulfillment .speak the words. 

The nearest approach to Atlanta’s 
Christmas pageant in the United 
States is an Easter pageant given an- 
nually in Hoboken, N. J., under 
church auspices and called “St. Veron- 
ieca’s Veil.” Another annual pageant 
far-famed and attracting many trav- 
elers is the [Pilgrimage play given 
each summer in Hollywood bowl. 
Neither of these is a municip2l unde*- 
taking freely given to the citizenry. 

And therein lies the marvel of this 
new distinction Atlanta is to have, 
for Atlanta’s gorgeous and inspiring 
Christmas pageant is free to all who 
wish to view ‘t and litera'ly Lundre?s 
and hundreds of Atlanta people each 
year give up their own personal 
Christmas preparations to devote six 
and eight weeks of hard. inding 
work to the end that once each year 
through a great spectacle our city 
may be reminded that Christmas i« 
not a perpetuation of the pagan Yule- 
tide, but should be a commemoratioc 
of the advent of Jesus Christ.
